sin ainong officials in Russia is gruft 
From the highest to the lowest thej 
expect the palm to he crossed befor< 
they will do tbelr duty, and a favo 
costs a great deal more. 


There "was onto a general in-Russia 


who was Intimately connected with 
the imperial family. His name was 
Alexander Hizcooff. He "was a. skilifu 
coinntunder, and to him Russia was 
indebted for its salvation in a certoii 
war. During this time he was mucl 
troubled by the rascality of officials ir 
the supply department. He could ge 
neither food uor ammunition for Ms 
troops becausfe those wliosc duty i 
was to provide and forward them were 
waiting for those who sold to pay their 
commission and those who forwarded 
to receive the same pecuniary atten 
tton. 


General Hizenoff was n very ener- 


getic man, and after his victory de- 
termined to bring some of these offi- 
cials to Justice. 
He employed secret 


agents to trace the causes of the de- 
lays that had Inconvenienced him, but 
when they made tlielr report he found 
himself estopped from pursuing the 
matter further. His investigators haii 
traced tho graft to certain grand dukes 
who had been getting rich during the 
war, and he believed that If he brought 
tho matter up officially he would prob- 
ably be sent to Siberia on some trump- 
ed up charge. 


The guilty persons knew thnt the 


general was aware of their delinquen- 
cies, but were not aware what he in- 
tended doing with the evidence in his 
possession. 
They would have united 


in a plan to got rid of him, but bin 
victories over the enemies of Russia 
had made him so popular that they did 
not diiro to accuse him of any crime. 


Meanwhile the general was lionized, 


wined and dined by tho lofty mid 
cheered wherever he appeared in pub- 
lic by the lowly. The loudest In his 
praise weru those who had come near 
thwarting his military successes and 
were now hunting for a plan by which 
they could seal Ills lips in case ho 
should think of exposing their pecula- 
tions.

The 
lights had gone out within a 
minute after we struck and 
there was great 
confusion, 


but we managed to get the 
people on the hurricane deck 
and as the Kanawha turned 
on her side kept them moving 
toward the top while we were 
taking them off. The Kanawha 
(Continued From Pago One) 
continually turned and when 
we finally got the last man 
ashore he was clinging to the 
bottom of the boat as she had 
turned completely over and 
was drifting down stream bot- 
tomside up. 


"An hour or more elapsed

ly being landed on the river 
shore until survivors, shiver- 
ing in the cold, were strung 
out through a

War for Europe is meaning devastation and death; for Amer- 


ca a bumper crop of new millionaires and a hectic hastening of 
prosperity revival. 
The.coming of war orders has created more 


value, by five times, than the war orders themselves! 


When the great war began, America had about 4100 million- 


aires. How many will it have when the 
war 
ends! 
Nobody 


knows,—but if one is willing to count those who have been made 
"millionaires on paper" since the war began, whether from war or- 
ders direct or not, and estimate those who logically will 'become 
millionaires if the war continues two years more, there will 'be a 
crop of at least 500 more millionaires.

Stockholders of DuPout since -1912 
cwhed in, or could do so, at 503 pcr cent, profit. In other words, 
a iOO-shareholder if he chose could make $93,000 profit! 


The DuPont plant is really fivo plants in five newly-made cities 


—City Point, Hopewell, and DnPont City, all three situated on the 
James river, near Petersburg, Virginia; and Pcnn's Grove and Car- 
ney's Point, both on the New Jersey side of the 
Delaware river,

000.pounds. The cost of making it is about W) cents a pound; the 
war price received for it is about $1,—a daily profit on this one 
item alone, of $3fi5,000. This means over two million dollars profit 
•weekly, which is at the rate of $100,000,000 a year. 


The ma'gic and the tragedy of the drama of munitions-mak- 


ing at the DuPont mills are alike fascinating. Ten thousand men 
worked to produce the additions to the mills, erected within sev- 
eral months and now accommodating 20,000 extra 
workmen. A 


group of cornfields, worth at most $15,000, were transformed in 
eight months into a full-fledged city with every convenience, popu- 
lated Tiy 29,000, and having an assessed valuation of aliont $3,000,- 
000, all this only to 'be burned to the ground in a few hours on De- 
cem'bcr 9, with scenes comparable only to the lawless days of '49.— 
wen sitting on smoking ruins all night, rifle over knee; lynching 
of a marauder, quelling of riots by the pistol point and _militia on 
duty. The mysterious warnings on posters, the explosion killing 
twenty-five or more, leaving only a crater to mark the, spot,—these 
are the external crcakings of a mammoth mill of death, probalily 
the largest ever reared up on the face of the earth. 


"With clock-like regularity, ton upon ton of powder and ex- 


plosives in their heavy casings, grimly marked, are stocked and 
'shunted to ship, or by rail to Canada (where, by 
the 
way. a 


major part of the ammunition is forwarded for loading in Eng- 
lish and French bottoms). The Adriatic sailed early in December 
with .18,000 tons of various kinds of 
ammunition. 
Sailing 
from 


Wilmington, Russian steamers frequently carry 2.000.COO pounds of 
the death-dealing stuff in one bottom.—Prom "America's Business 
Boom," 'by J. George Frederick, in the American Review of Kre- 
views for January, 1916. 


The commissioners ought to have a pretty good idea by 


this time that the people do not want the Children's Home prop- 
erty cut up into lots, but they would approve any arrangement by 
which the land comes into control of the city for park or other 
purposes, while a suitable home is built for the children in the 
country.

action.

In 1914, the last year on which there are complete reports, 


near three thousand persons were killed 'by automobiles. Not all 
.hese -were directly slain by automobiles, 'but their death was in- 
separably linked therewith. . 
. 
. 


And this is the frightful toll the.'nation pays for its reckless 


addiction to speed and its spirit of utter carelessness. Many of 
the accidents were from mishaps, growing out of furious driving, 
an equal number, perhaps, the result of foolhardiness in crossing 
railway tracks. There were comparatively few that 
could not 


have been avoided by prudence and reasonable caution. 


But bloody as the record is there in some encouragiug thought 


in the fact, that the increase of accidents has: not kept pace with 
tlie growing use of the automobile 
In fact, the ratio shows a dis- 


tinct gain for the better. In IflOO there were approximately 650 
deaths through the automobile, in a certain territory, 
comprising 


the greater part of the country, and ?rO.OOO automobiles in use; in 


B.territory in 1914 there were 2,600 deaths, or a 400 percent in- 


crease; but the number of automobiles had mounted up to 1,700,000, 
or more than an 800 percent gain. 
Thus the death increase 
was 


only half that of the percentage of automobile gain. 
If we con- 


sider that the car is more frequently used now than it was several 
years 'back, that is tens of thousands of cars are how run every 
day of the year, while the first practice was to store them for the 
winter, it will be seen that the chances of fatality through - them 
have lessened still more. 


This happy result has not been achieved "through regulation, 


as there is precious little of that .effective anywhere, 'but 
comes 


because the fever of speed torn of their early advent is
